"We’ve been looking in Sierra Madre." primarily at 
Kersting Court. Ganalon said, "but nothing is determined yet." 
He expressed puzzlement that there would be any local op¬ 
position to Starbucks moving into town. "We think we'd fit 
quite nicely. The demographics arc compatible." 

Ganalon said that they are kxiking at "anything in the area 
that would work for us.” He envisions "a very small store," 
though he also said the Starbucks site is l,2(K) square lect in 
size. 

"Sierra Madre residents arc our kind of customer." Ganalon 
said, referring to Sierra Madreans as affluent and highly edu¬ 
cated, He said he wants to be "sensitive to the market place 
there,” but expressed great confidence in his company. "I 
really sense that Sierra Madre would frequent a Starbucks 
there." 

Starbucks has not leased any facilities in Sierra Madre. hut 
the corporation is interested in obtaining a site here. Look to 
the news for further developments. 


Also on Saturday, the U.S. Marine Corps will also be on 
hand with its Toys for Tots Program, cosponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce.

Task Force Reaction to Fecderal Court 
Ruling on Prop. 187: 

Congress Finally Willing To Do the Job For 

California 



Congressman David 
Dreier (R-San Dimas), the 
Chairman of the Speaker’s 
Task Force on California, iv 
sued the following statement 
following the ruling of U.S. 
District Judge Mariana R. 
Pfaelzer that many of the pro¬ 
visions of California’s Propo¬ 
sition 187 violated federal 
law; 

“In past years a court rul¬ 
ing like this would have been 
a major setback for the citi¬ 
zens of California because 
Congress was clearly unwill¬ 
ing and unable to protect 
California taxpayers from the 
economic and social costs of 
illegal immigration. Along 
with approving Proposition 
187 in November 10 1994. 
California voters also helped 
create a new majority in the 
House of Representatives, 
and that majority is respond¬ 
ing to California’s calls for 
relief from illegal immigra¬ 
tion.” 

“The Balanced Budget 
Act of 1995 approved by 
Congress sets new priorities 
for the federal government. 
At the top is addressing ille¬ 
gal immigration. Washing¬ 
ton will provide $3.5 billion 
to states burdened by emer¬ 


gency health care 
costs for illegal im¬ 
migrants, which will 
mean $290 million in 
relief to California 
hospitals next year. 
By comparison, the 
last Congress left this 
burden completely to 
the state. The Con¬ 
gress will also ap¬ 
prove $500 million 
for states imprisoning 
illegal immigrant fel¬ 
ons, compared to 


$175 million from the last 
Congress.” 

“Congress is also making 
clear federal policy that ille¬ 
gal immigrants do not receive 
taxpayer-provided benefits. 
H.R. 4, the welfare reform 
passed by the House and Sen¬ 
ate, includes a provision au¬ 
thorize by Congressman 
Duke Cunningham of San 
Diego to prohibit illegal im¬ 
migrants from receiving fed¬ 
eral benefits. It requires spe¬ 
cific state action before any 
state funds provide benefits to 
illegal immigrants. The Bal¬ 
anced Budget Act prohibits 
any regular Medicaid funds 
from going to illegal immi¬ 
grants without a specific state 



request. These actions ad¬ 
dress the court mling.” 

“Finally, the House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee has ap¬ 
proved H.R. 2202, the Immi¬ 
gration in the National Inter¬ 
est Act. which will compre¬ 
hensively clamp down on il¬ 
legal immigration. While I 
am confident that Governor 
Wilson and Attorney General 
Lungren will fight tirelessly 
for California’s rights in the 
federal courts, this Congress 
will also act decisively to end 
illegal immigration and lift 
the economic costs from 
California’s taxpayers.’’

T he La Salle Lancers 
Jumped out to an early 
lead, but fell victim to a 
comeback by a skilled, well- 
coached team from Periclete 
High School, losing in the 
first round of the GIF Divi¬ 
sion X playoffs, 35-14. 

Things started very well 
for the Lancers. Rafael 
Lazeano took the ball 47 
yards for a touchdown on the 
game's first play from scrim¬ 
mage, and the Lancers led, 64). 

Periclete only gained 14 
yards on their first possession 
before being forced to punt. 
David Roh made a key defen¬ 
sive play on this possession, 
.sticking Sal labichella in the 
backfield for a loss. 

The l.ancers ttxik over on 
their own 34, and drove the 
length of the field to score 
five seconds into the second 
quarter, and the score was 14- 
0 after a Lazeano to Brian 
Robertson two-point conver¬ 
sion pass. Lazeano gained 41 
yards on the drive, including 
the TD carry, from two yards 
out. Robertson also made a 
key play on third and five, 
when Periclete DB Vinny 
Pagan defiected a pass, ap¬ 
parently breaking up the play. 
Robertson, however, main¬ 
tained concentration, making 
a dramatic catch to keep the 
drive alive. 

The Spirits came back, 
however, behind a crew of 


fast receivers and a quarter¬ 
back, Ben Joyce, with a tre¬ 
mendous arm. On Periclete's 
second play. Joyce hit Jesse 
Loa with a 57 yard pass. Only 
a great open-field tackle by 
Anthony Tame kept Loa out 
of the end zone, but four 
plays later, Lance Austin ran 
the ball in from four yards out 
to make the score 14-7 with 
8:50 left in the half. 

La Salle drove 30 yards on 
their next possession. 15 of 
them coming from a run up 
the middle by Travis Ingrao, 
before a Dominic Washing¬ 
ton interception gave the ball 
back to Periclete. A 12 yard 
run by Washington and a 53 
yard pass to Loa made the 
score 14-14 with 5:01 re¬ 
maining. The teams traded 
punts, with Joe Hardy and 
Travis Ingrao coming up with 
big plays to stille the Periclete 
drive, and went into the 
IcKkerrcwm knotted at 14-14. 

Periclete started with the 
ball in the second half and 
drove 71 yards for their first 
lead of the game, going on 
top 21-14 with 8:58 remain¬ 
ing in the third quarter.
